Subject reportedly re coaim ended 
that Communist China be given diplomatic recognition and handled as "am As', a bio 
problem. 1 He expressed his belief that China would not invade or boab Japan un- 
less Japan sent troops to Korea, or the- US bombed Manchuria from Japanese bases. 
He reportedly stated that he looked at tae feperor as "only the head of Japan," 
not as the leader of Asia. Subject claimed that he gave half of his income

Arthur Line, and in this sense the US was partly responsible for the Hhee Line 
ieeus. £ §/ After Object' s trip to the Hhee Line, fee accused the Maritime Safety 
Agency official of neglecting to make full investigations of Japanese vessel 
seizures, claiming that this failure resulted in the BQK "gaining the upper hand" 
In the disputes. A review of Subject * s book. Underground Escape. made In 
Horember 1953, stated that Subject documented an extremely low opinion of the 
Chiaats, Indicating that they were hopelessly corrupt and incapable of reform. 

As to the Soviet war potential. Subject felt that the Soviet Union would have 
achieved superiority to the US In about every military field by I960, and al- 
though Subject did not speck particularly harshly of either the Soviet Union ei 1 
the Chi cons, he did make a number of strong criticisms of the US. 25/ Information 
dated December 1953 stated that until recently, the Hast Asia League Comrades 
Society had advocated "eelf-defense neutrality," in acoordance with the theories 
of Subject, its dominant leader, end like most Japanese rightist organisations 
It approved the acceptance of MSA aid from the US. However, after chargee had 
appeared In the press that MSA aid was designed to put Japan in a colonial rela- 
tionship to the US, the League reconsidered and ksde an official announcement 
of it a opposition to MSA aid on the grounds that it would Impair Japan 1 s military 
and economic independence. At this point Subject organised a Self-Defense League 
(Jlel Domel). This displeased a considerable nmsber of the members, who presented 
a resolution attacking Subject's activities as factional and criticising "self- 
defense neutrality" as the main plank in the Society's platform. Humors immed- 
iately arose that Subjedt would be expelled from the Society, but lie forestalled 
this by resigning, calling on those who agreed with him to follow. The only ones 
who did so were SU01MUBA Haruo and UOHITAMA Xaxuya. Thus there were two organ- 
isations, the Self-Defense League under Subject, and the Hast Asia League Com- 
rades 3oelety, almost intact, with the former advocating an aggressive rearmament 
movement while the latter still held to "telf-defamse neutrality," Thia same re- 
port stated that Subject had been getting considerable financial support from 
KONOMl UJltoshl, the &e facto owner of the Tokyo Oneen (bathhouse). 26/ 
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195^ _ In January Subject's youth action corps called " Self-Defense League" (JLyi (Jiei) 
Domei) had withdrawn from the East Asia League Comrades Society , and reportedly 
was working toward enlisting members of the NSF into its organisation. Subject 
and HATTORI Takushiro were alleged to have had among their followers more than 
ten officers within the NSF . £/ In early 195^ Subject conferred with an undis- 
closed number of former officers in preparation for the formation of an organ- 
f isation made up of ex-servicemen with a strong interest in thi futur0‘ of Japan. 

These men planned to inaugurate ah organization* during thfe' spring of 195^, the name 
of which was to be Japan^ Self Disciplined' National' Army Creation Association 11 
(Nippon. Jishuku Kokugun Kensetsu Kai) .‘ t KISHltoTO 1 (fhu), a former Col. , ’ in charge 
of Hokkaido Air B a se and CHECEtf gatoshi, Lt. Col. ,* then president of Nisso Com- 
pany, were tow men interested! in this organization. 2 1 About Kay 195^ it was re- 
ported that Subject had thus far. refused to join the Kyukoku Undo (National Salvation 
Movement) because, of the violent action group within the Movement. However, 
it was believed that he would be forced to go along with Jthe Movement In order 
to maintain his position of leadership among the rightists, since it was expect^u 
that he would find hi: self faced with concerted' opposition if he cohtinued“his 
so-called independent, stands in defiance^ of the ultranationalist group. Followers 
- -of* Subject stated that they xpected Subject's prestige to increase during 1954, 
because, so many people were losing faith in the then present government, but 
could not accept' either of the Socialist parties as possible alternatives. 27/ 

On 19 September 195**. at its Third National Convention, the East Asia League 
Comrades Society, officially struck the names of Subject and his henchman in the 
Self-Defense League, YAB2 Senkichi, from its rosier. 38 / In October 195 2 *. Subject 
wrote to Frank Blake at. the American Embassy in S a igon requesting his assistance 
in helping. A SAfipA Shigeharu obtain a visa for Indochina on his’ visit there in 
October or November 1954-. 22/ It was at this time that Subject reportedly advo- 
cated' the* abilishmentr /of the Sino-Russian Treaty All lance ' of Friendship and Mut- 
ual Assistance before a peace treatj- was signed between Communist China and Japan.

Japan would need no aid from t}ie US jjg/ Subject reportedly w a s;*lso 
against the Government -sponsored' ant i-Democr at ic Activities Counter -Measures 
Council, which was proposed mainly for the "control of Conwtunist activities." Sub- 
ject’s motived, in. opposing these measures was to make as much noise as possible 
in order to attract public attention not. against ADACKC, but for himself. 31/ 

On December 8th, Subject addressed a, gathering at. Hibiya.Hail marking the 13th 
annivorsaJT °f Pearl Harbor and the inauguration of the All-ia^an Veterans’ ass- 
1 ocation. Subject decjlgred that American ex-President Harry S. Truman "would be 
the Ho. I 4 war criminal" of World War II "if God were to give a fair trial" and 
that Japan and the US Trust share equal blame for the Pacific War. Before condemn- 
‘trig Truman for” killing 200,000' to 300,000 civilians at Hiroshima and Kagasake," 

Subject apologized ' to the audience for having been a "coward who escaped the war 
'crin»8 % trial" which; he labeled as "unfair, arid orOLy. a means of the victor punish- * 

r "^ “ ing. the vanquished . " Subject. also stated thfct "Stalin would be the No. 2 war 
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criminal for starring to death hundreds of thousands of Japanese in Siberia. " 3 2/ 
About this time Subject was appointed to the position of Tice President of the 
Policy Council of the Japanese Democratic Party* £3/ It was also in Dec saber that 
ex-4(aj. Gen. KAWAGUCHI Klyotak*. a former Japanese general of the Imperial Jap* 
anese Army who had spent 7 years in prison for ordering the execution of a Chief 
Justice of the Philippine 9upreme Court* charged that Subject was responsible 
for hie crlme t KAWAGUCHI stated that Subject* then a oolonel and staff of fleer 
at Imperial General Head quart era in Japan ordered the execution of Joee Abados 
Santos after his capture in April 1943* KAWAGUCHI also stated that he had wanted 
to ears Santos, and that he had sent a cable to Headquarters asking that Santos 1 
Ilfs be spared* All returning cables ordered Santos executed* and KAWAGUCHI had 
no alternative but to obey. Later KAWAGUCHI called on Gen. HOMKA Me eaharu in 
Manila and asked the reason for the insistence on Santos 1 execution; HOMMA was 
greatly astonished, since he had told his chief of staff to take good cars of 
Santos. KAWAGUCHI later learned that It was Subject who specifically demanded that 
Santos be killed. This incident caused a bitter, pertmortsm battle between KAWA- 
GUCHI and Subject In December 1954. when KAWAGUCHI repudiated Subjedt's charges 
that the General 9 s troops. on Hew Guinea were a "band of thleros" and that he 
had disobeyed orders free Imperial General Headquarters. £jj Later In December, 
about the 20th. KAWAGUCHI accused Subject with numerous war tine cruel! ties 
which resulted in the death of hundred* of Chinese, the Allied sentencing of 
many Japanese soldiers for war crimes, and other •unnecessary sacrifices. • Sub- 
ject charged that KAWAGUCHI 1 s unit had stolen supplies end provisions Intended 
for other friendly units, to which KAWAGUCHI called Subject "a big liar. 1 KAWA- 
GUCHI Issued his. first statement on behalf of the bereaved families of those 
killed under his command, and published a second s tat went containing fresh 
oharges against Subject at the Tokyo Kaihan resturant. In which he stated that 
the massacre of more than 300 Chinese residents in Singapore by the Japanese 
any between February SI and S3. 194S waa planned by Subject. A British war 
crimes tribunal at Singapore sentenced two high-ranking Japanese officers, in- 
cluding Lt. General KAWAHUBA Sanro. to death for the msssaors. KAWAGUCHI returned 
hone on 19 April 1954 after completing six years, servitude at Muntlnglupa prison 
in the Fhllippinee for war crimes charges whlhh he also attributed to Subject. 5 / 
1955 * In its first issue of 1955. the Tomlurl Weekly carried articles written by KAWA- 
GUCHI and his supporters, former Lt. Gen. WACHI Takajl and former Col* WASAHABX $\1 
Saburo. and by Subjoct and his supporter OZAKI Shire* These articles stated the 
views of both sides in the bitter feed between KAWAGUCHI and Subject. On 3 Janu- 
ary, Subject stated that these article* had made it difficult to get elected in

It was re- 
ported that 37 members of the Society had secretly made their way to £ed Chime 
end the Soviet Union in order to ascertain she actual conditions in those count-
